To-night 
Marriage, The Woman Hater, and The Green Eyed Monster, will 
be performed. 

Ave.pui.—After The Breach of Promise of Marriage, which im- 
proves, (if that be possible,) on each repetition, a Burlesque on Acis and 
Galatea, written by Mr. Oxberry, was produced. During the perform- 
ance of the overture, the curtain rises and discovers a painted drop scene, 
with a primitive representation of Polyphemus seated on a rock. Mr. 
Yates then enters, and “begs to introduce Mr.Paul Bedford, when he was 
a babby.” After the audience have had sufficient time to contemplate 
the huge figure before them, the scene changes, and a parody on the cele- 
brated chorus, “Oh, the pleasures of the plains,” is sung by a motley 
assemblage of nymphs and nondescripts, among whom a Jack in the 
Green is a conspicuous character. The Drury Lane version is pretty 
closely followed, though of course ina condensed form. Bedford is Po- 
lyphemus, Wilkinson, Cupid, Mrs. Grattan, Acis, Binge, Damon, and 
Wright, Galatea. The parodies are not so effective as those in Norma, 
nor indeed is the Burlesque on the whole so humourous. Mrs. Grattan 
sang her music most effectively, although it would have less apparent 
effort were she to sing it lower, as her melodious voice might be deemed 
almost shrill in the key in which she sang “ Love in her eyes.” 

Wright was a very lady-like Galatea, and kept the house in a con- 
tinued roar. Bedford has little to do as the giant Polyphemus, and he 
did not make a feature of his solo—“ OJ! ruddier than the cherry.” 
. Binge sang with remarkable sweetness. The picturesque but unnatural 

grouping of the chorus singers at Drury Lane was capitally burlesqued, 
by the characters striking into attitudes almost mechanically. The piece 
did not last more than half-an-hour, and at its conclusion, Mr. Yates 
stepped forward, and stated thet “the serenata of Acis and Galatea 
would not be “deferred until next season,” but be repeated to-morrow 
night.” Jack Sheppard was the afterpiece—The house was crowded 
in every part. 

Surrey.—The performances at this Theatre, last evening, were 
Werner, The Waterman, and Teddy the Tiler. The two latter pieces 
were performed for the purpose of introducing Mr. Collins to the 
public as Tom Tug, and Teddy the Tiler. The audience demanded the 
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three popular songs in The Watermon a secoud time, and Mr. Collins 
well deserved the compliment. In ZVeddy the Tiler, which we most de- 
eidedly deem the principal feature of the evening, hailing as we must, this 
new acquisition to a line in the Drama, which has, through the death of 
Mr. Power, been left void. His brogue is neat, and his whole contour 
is suited, especially to the more gentlemanly Irish characters in 
the old Comedies. We wonder the enterprising lessee of the Haymar- 
ket Theatre, has not added Mr. Collins to his company, as he is well 
qualified to fill up the vacuum occasioned by the death of the deceased 
| comedian we have mentioned. Mr. W. Smith during the performance of 
| Werner, was taken seriously ill, and a Mr. France was his substitute.—
